PBCC Receives Reaccreditation 


On December 6, the regional ac¬ 
creditation of Palm Beach Com¬ 
munity College was reaffirmed for a 
10-year period. At the annual meet¬ 
ing of the Commission on Col¬ 
leges/Southern Association of 
Colleges and Schools, the College 
Delegate Assembly was informed 
of PBCC’s successful completion of 
its scheduled decennial self-study 
for the reaffirmation of accredita¬ 
tion. 

All colleges and universities in the 
United States are accredited by one 
of the six regional accrediting agen¬ 
cies. A long-standing agreement 
among the membership is that with 
regional accreditation, the degrees 
of the colleges and universities are 


recognized and accepted. This 
mutually agreed upon form of self¬ 
regulation was developed many 
years ago. 

The Southern Association of Col¬ 
leges and Schools, which covers 11 
states, has been considered a na¬ 
tional leader in the last decade 
through updating its standards to 
criteria and imposing a serious self¬ 
monitoring criterion of institutional 
effectiveness to demonstrate con¬ 
tinuous reevaluation of a college’s 
operation (accountability). Only 
recently have state legislatures 
recognized the work of regional ac¬ 
crediting associations and begun to 
incorporate this language into rule.

The primary consideration of the staff at the Edward M. Eissey Campus 
is to create a learning environment that allows students to maximize their 
potential. The staff’s objectives are to create a more user-friendly climate 
and assess existing operational conditions that indicate areas for con¬ 
tinuous improvement.

PBCC ADDS 
A.S. DEGREE IN 
SONOGRAPHY 

PBCC has recently added the As¬ 
sociate in Science degree in Diag¬ 
nostic Medical Sonography to the 
College’s academic curriculum. 
Conceived as a career-oriented 24- 
month program, the curriculum in¬ 
cludes practical experience in local 
hospitals and is designed to 
develop technical proficiency 
through extensive clinical ex¬ 
posure. Highly competitive in na¬ 
ture, the A.S. degree in Diagnostic 
Medical Sonography will accept 
only 16 students per year. 

In addition to sonography cour¬ 
ses, the curriculum emphasizes 
courses in communications, sociol¬ 
ogy, mathematics, anatomy and 
physics. The program is designed 
to begin in the fall term and requires 
a full-time schedule between 8 a.m. 
and 4 p.m. daily. 

This specialized degree has two 
academic tracks. The prospective 
student must have completed a 
two-year AM A Allied Health Train¬ 
ing program that is patient-care re¬ 
lated (registered nurse or 
radiographer) or the student will be 


awarded the A.S. degree after 
completing any necessary general 
education requirements and the 
12-month sonography core.

CAREER RESOURCES 
CENTER OPENS 


The 1990-91 academic year 
marked the opening of the Career 
Resources Center in the Student 
Services Division at the Edward M. 
Eissey Campus. The center’s pur¬ 
pose is to educate and assist stu¬ 
dents in effectively developing, 
evaluating and implementing their 
career plans. 

The Career Resources Center’s 
inaugural year focused on develop¬ 
ing a sound program philosophy 
and foundation for organizing 
resources and providing services. 
This involved a myriad of activities 
such as the drafting of planning 
documents for review and feedback 
from administrators, faculty and 
staff; ordering and coding resour¬ 
ces; and designing the center's 
floor plan. 

The success of the Career 


Resources Center is statistically 
impressive, considering that be¬ 
tween May 15, 1990 and May 14, 
1991, over 2,000 student visits 
were made to the center, and near¬ 
ly 900 individual career counseling 
or job placement advising appoint¬ 
ments were conducted. Over 400 
students enrolled for job placement 
assistance, and a total of 1,962 job 
referrals were made by the staff to 
assist these students.

PBCC’s Eissey Campus offers 
dynamic and innovative courses in 
numerous areas. Students who en¬ 
roll in Environmental Conservation 
(APB 1120) are presented with a 
progressive awareness and ap¬ 
preciation of planet Earth’s sensi¬ 
tive and fragile environment and 
ecosystems.

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Outstanding Employee Focus: Rick Madson 



It was quite a career jump from 
aspiring prison warden to 
associate professor, but Rick 
Madson's visit to jail led him to a 
golden opportunity promoting 
good health and wellness at Palm 
Beach Community College’s 
Edward M. Eissey Campus. 

Madson studied criminology at a 
junior college and was on his way 
to becoming a prison warden 
when a tour of the Baltimore City 
Jail changed his mind. Madson 
decided that he didn’t want to 
work in the penal system, but in¬ 
stead, he centered on a crime- 
prevention career. His interest in 
education, as well as his lifelong 
enjoyment of health, physical 
education and fitness, led to com¬ 
pletion of a Master of Arts degree 
in Physical Education and six 
years later to a Master of Science 
degree in Health Education. 

A self-described rebel, Madson 
chose a master of arts program to 
prove that “physi¬ 
cal education 
j jocks can also 
i think.” This think¬ 
ing jock has many 
talents; he even 
sculpted a model 
of the human 
muscular system 
as part of his 
master’s thesis at 
Brigham Young 
University. The 
sculpture, titled, 

Every Man is the 
Builder of a 
Temple is now 
used as a teach¬ 
ing model for his 
physical educa¬ 
tion classes. 

Before coming to PBCC in 1982, 
Madson held the positions of ath¬ 
letic director and headmaster at 
Palm Beach Prep School. After 
several years, he moved to Utah to 
teach junior high school and return 
to graduate school. Madson took 
off a semester from his studies to 


pan for gold before earning a 
second master’s degree. 

He returned to Florida and began 
teaching health and physical 
education part-time at Palm 
Beach Community 
College’s 45th 
Street location. 
When PBCC’s 
Edward M. Eissey 
Campus opened, 
Madson was offered 
a full-time position. 

Madson describes 
his occupation as 
the best job in the 
world. "I like teach¬ 
ing the health scien¬ 
ces and physical 
education without 
the pressures of 
coaching a varsity 
team. The young 
and more mature 
students present a 
variety of challen¬ 
ges and learning experiences for 
both the instructor and the class,” 
Madson said. He enjoys the ability 
to have instructional interchanges 
in the classroom as well as coach¬ 
ing experiences during physical 
education classes and the in¬ 
tramural sports program. 

Having expertise and training in 


two fields, Madson says he con¬ 
siders himself a health sciences 
educator who happens to special¬ 
ize in physical education. When 
asked how the health sciences 
field has changed over the past 
years, Madson says, “We have 
moved from treating the sick to 
preventative medicine and well¬ 
ness.” He continues by saying, 
“The social attitude has changed 
toward physical fitness and posi¬ 
tive changes in personal health.” In 
10 years, the PBCC Eissey 
Campus’ intramural program has 
grown from a few events to an 
extremely-active program involv¬ 
ing approximately 600 students. 
The program now offers students 
a wide variety of athletic activities 
for any employee or student, even 
if the student is taking just one 
course. The most popular event is 
coed flag football, which has 13 
teams and over 100 participants. 

Madson’s philosophy of in¬ 
tramural sports is that 99 percent 
of any given student body is not 
“varsity material." Intramural 
sports are needed for nonvarsity 
athletes to promote overall health 
and fitness, socialization and 
school spirit. 

He describes the future plans for 
PBCC’s Eissey Campus in¬ 


tramural program as including a 
three-minute video which will 
describe the opportunities to stu¬ 
dents on the closed-circuit 
televisions on campus. He an¬ 
ticipates an increase in the types 
of offerings including some 
“cerebral activities such as board 
games, checkers and chess.” In 
addition, Madson would like to see 
a joint community school atmos¬ 
phere which includes participation 
by alumni. 

On a personal level, the Madson 
family, wife Linda and children 
Jason, Jill, Shane and Chad also 
follow healthy habits. During the 
semester breaks, the Madson 
family can be found backpacking 
and hiking in the mountains of 
Utah. He adds, “If it were not for my 
position at PBCC, I would return to 
the West, although I am into sun 
and water sports.” 

All in all, Madson has taken on 
the challenges of private school 
headmaster, prospector, edu¬ 
cator, family man, sculptor and 
mountain climbing/hiking en¬ 
thusiast. When asked how he 
wishes to be remembered by stu¬ 
dents and colleagues, Madson 
replies, “A man who cared . . . 
someone who made me think.”

Additionally, the Eissey Campus' 
proximity to such natural field sites 
as the John D. MacArthur Park, 
Jonathan Dickinson State Park, the 
Blowing Rocks Preserve, Hobe 
Sound National Wildlife Refuge and 
the J.W. Corbett Wildlife Man¬ 
agement Area offers students the 
opportunity to observe natural 
habitat. 

The Environmental Conservation 
course includes a required student- 
directed field observation as well as 
instructor-led field trips, canoe out¬ 
ings and weekend excursions to the 
Everglades National Parks and 
Florida Keys. 

Another course that many feel is a 
staple in the basic three R’s of 
education is Freshman Com¬ 
munications (ENC 1101). While the 
course is likely to be reminiscent of 
most college English courses, this 
particular section of Freshman 
Communications boasts a com¬ 
position segment that is computer

assisted, using computers as ancil¬ 
lary tools in broadening students’ 
knowledge and understanding of 
the fundamentals of English gram¬ 
mar and composition. 

Offered for the first time during the 
winter semester of 1991, students 
who completed the computer-as¬ 
sisted section of Freshman Com¬ 
munications stated that the 
introduction of computer skills, 
which included an introduction to 
WordPerfect, made composing 
fluency easier and that the instruc¬ 
tion of computer skills made the 
course more valuable as a whole. 

Presently, a pilot section for ENC 
1102 (companion course to ENC 
1101) is being planned to utilize 
computer-based teaching strate¬ 
gies.

Gladly Would He Learn And Gladly Teach... 


During a recent documentary film¬ 
ing being shot on location at Palm 
Beach Community College’s 
Central Campus Watson B. Duncan 
III Theatre, College alumnus and 
independent filmmaker Frank 
Eberling was directing fellow PBCC 
alumnus Monte Markham through a 
marathon shooting schedule. 

Markham, presently starring in the 
hit television series Baywatch, 
graduated from the College in 1955 
and had not met Eberling until the 
day before filming began on Good 
Night, Sweet Prince: A Tribute To 
Watson B. Duncan III. The two men 
were both students of the legendary 
PBCC professor (along with cel¬ 
luloid luminary and Emmy winner 
Burt Reynolds...to mention just one 
more) and credit Duncan with deter¬ 
mining the courses of their respec¬ 
tive professional careers. 

In serving as the co-writer and 
director of Good Night, Sweet 
Prince: A Tribute To Watson B. 
Duncan III, Eberling has drawn on 
his considerable body of 
professional credits to complete a 
project that many are calling a labor 
of love. It is Eberling’s avid 
contention that 

Duncan inspired his - 

pursuit of a one-time 
career in teaching 
and his love of 
English Literature. 

With over 20 years 
experience as a 
filmmaker, Eberling 
is the owner of the 
Palm Beach Film 
Group and has 
received the praise 
of his peers on count¬ 
less occasions, in¬ 
cluding a 1986 

Emmy Award as _ 

producer for the lo¬ 
cally-run television special Palm 
Beach/Excitement. Eberling is also 
the mastermind behind PBCC’s 
highly-successful recruiting video 
that has been placed in all Palm 
Beach County high schools, local 
libraries and video stores. 


A 1967 graduate of Palm Beach 
Community College, Eberling went 
on to earn his Bachelor of Arts 
degree in English Education from 
Florida Atlantic University in 1969. 
According to Eberling, his choice of 
major and subsequent profession 
can be attributed to one man... 
Watson B. Duncan III. “It’s all 
because of Watson Duncan that I 
chose to become an English 
teacher. I can still 
remember sitting in his 
English Literature 
lectures... I wrote 
down every word he 
said and I still have the 
notebooks from his 
classes." 

Eberling has many 
fond memories of his 
years at PBCC, and it’s 
interesting to note that 
in 1967, he inter¬ 
viewed the then up- 
and-coming actor and 
PBCC alumnus Burt 
Reynolds. Eberling 
smiles as he recalls 
the story of his days as 
a PBCC Beachcomber 

reporter and the eve- 

- ning he was given 

the opportunity to in¬ 
terview Reynolds. 

It is said that every¬ 
thing in life eventual¬ 
ly comes full circle, 
and on the eve of 
shooting the final 
segment of Good 
Night, Sweet Prince: 
A Tribute To Watson 
B. Duncan III, this 
adage seems to 
have considerable 
validity. Eberling will 

_ again be interviewing 

Reynolds. Only this 
time, he will also be directing the 
actor in his scene in the Duncan 
documentary. 

Eberling seems pensive...even 
amazed at the irony. As a director, 
he has a great deal riding on what 
will probably be edited down to only 
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"It's all because 
of Watson 
Duncan that I 
chose to become 
an English 
teacher." 


a couple minutes of footage. Yet, 
how often does a director have the 
opportunity to work with not one, but 
two great actors who are so directly 
connected to the central character 
of a film? 

Indeed, Eberling does have a 
great deal riding on the production 
of Good Night, Sweet Prince: A 
Tribute To Watson B. Duncan III. 
For him and everyone involved in 
the project, it has been an oppor¬ 
tunity to let anyone who didn’t have 
the supreme fortune of knowing 
Duncan, experience what a truly 
gifted teacher he was. 

“We have five generations of 
Duncan’s students working on this 
documentary,” Eberling says 
proudly. “We all remember what a 
great man he was and we’re work¬ 
ing our hearts out to make sure we 
do him justice...he’s worth all the 
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hard work...we loved him that 
much. Besides, if we do a lousy 
job...he’ll probably have something 
to say about it.” 

Without a doubt, on February 16 
Duncan will be watching as Good 
Night, Sweet Prince: A Tribute To 
Watson B. Duncan III premieres at 
the Watson B. Duncan III Continue 
the Memory Gala, above the stage 
where he stood guard for 43 years. 
“Watching...he’s going to be laugh¬ 
ing and crying and cheering right 
along with the rest of the 
audience...he gave so much...it’s 
time we gave something back to 
him,” says Eberling. 

And that’s exactly what Frank 
Eberling is doing...giving some¬ 
thing back to the man who gave so 
many, so much.

MAMIE WASHINGTON 
HONORED WITH FACC 
DISTINGUISHED 
ALUMNI AWARD

alumna Mamie Washington has 
been selected as the recipient of the 
FACC Region V LeRoy Collins Dis¬ 
tinguished Alumni Award. This 
award is presented annually to an 
outstanding community college 
alumnus who has made significant 
contributions to the arts, profes¬ 
sions or public service. 

Washington, a 1974 honors 
graduate of PBCC, presently prac¬ 
tices law in Belle Glade. After earn¬ 
ing both her bachelor of arts degree 
and master of science degree from 
Florida State University, she at¬ 
tended law school at the University 
of Florida. 


In addition to her many awards 
and years of community service, 
Washington was recently honored 
by her colleagues when the Legal 
Aid Society of Palm Beach County 
and the Palm Beach County Bar 
Association awarded her the John 
P. Powell IV Family Law Award for 
her pro bono work with the needy. 


PBCC HONORS VICE 
PRESIDENT EMERITUS 
PAUL J. GLYNN 

Palm Beach Community College 
Alumni Association President 
Chuck Elderd presented PBCC 
Vice President Emeritus of Student 
Affairs Paul J. Glynn with an 
honorary lifetime PBCC Alumni As¬ 
sociation membership in recogni¬ 
tion of Glynn’s continued efforts in 


support of scholarships and alumni 
relations. 

In the early 1950s, Glynn estab¬ 
lished the College’s Alumni As¬ 
sociation on "his back porch," 
raising thousands of dollars for stu¬ 
dent scholarships. 


Glynn is also credited with form¬ 
ing the Dollars for Scholars pro¬ 
gram as well as the Glynn-Stone 
Scholarship and continues to raise 
funds for these projects. 
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He is credited with being the father 
of Florida’s Community College 
System, and according to Palm 
Beach Community College Presi¬ 
dent Edward M. Eissey, "He sin¬ 
gularly brought about the 
awareness that community col¬ 
leges could reach and touch every 
individual desiring an education." 
Through his contributions in plan¬ 
ning Florida’s Community College 
System, James Wattenbarger 
provided the impetus for untold 
numbers of academically-talented, 
but placebound students, to con¬ 
tinue their education. 

A graduate of Palm Beach Com¬ 
munity College (class of 1941), 
Wattenbarger graduated from the 
University of Florida with his 
bachelor of arts degree in 1943, his 
master of arts degree in 1947 and 
his educational doctorate in 1950. 
He has been a visionary in the 
educational community since his 
doctoral dissertation became the 
basis for the development and im¬ 
plementation of the Florida Com¬ 
munity College System’s master 
plan. Wattenbarger’s dream for 
community colleges first envisioned 
in the 1950s, became a reality soon 
after. 

As former state director of 
Florida's Community College Sys¬ 
tem, Wattenbarger saw this alter¬ 
nate avenue of education expand 
from four community college dis¬ 
tricts, serving a total of 4,000 stu¬ 
dents, to 28 community colleges, 
serving nearly one million students 
in 1991. 

"Florida Community Colleges not 
only make education beyond the 
high school level available within 
commuting distance to all of 
Florida's citizens but also provide 
educational centers of opportunity 


for many community-oriented 
businesses, industries and 
professional and civic 
organizations. The economic 



impact of these colleges in 1991 
yields three dollars in local business 
income for every one dollar made 
available from tax funds by the 
state. The benefits are both 
educational and economic," 
Wattenbarger said. 

Today, in his current capacity as 
the director of the Institute of Higher 
Education at the University of 
Florida, Wattenbarger prepares 
students for leadership roles in 
postsecondary education. In recog¬ 
nition of his faculty consultation at 
the University of Florida, he 
received the highest rank, Distin¬ 
guished Service Professor; there 
are less than 20 faculty members at 
the University who hold this faculty 
rank. 

Surrounded by a lifetime of educa¬ 
tional accomplishments and 
achievements, Wattenbarger still 
continues to maintain a national 


reputation in the community college 
field and is widely recognized as an 
ardent advocate of the principle of 
equality of opportunity for all 
citizens. 

Born in Cleveland, Tennessee on 
May 2,1922, Wattenbarger and his 
wife Marion have three sons, Frank, 
Carl and Robert. He has been gone 
from Palm Beach County for many 
years, yet this father of the Florida 
Community College System still 
keeps a special place in his heart 
for the area, and particularly, 
PBCC. 

"Palm Beach Community College 
provided educational opportunities 
to me and to my family 

that would not have _ 

been otherwise avail¬ 
able during those 
depression years. The 
financial barrier to 
post-high school 
education would have 
been overwhelming 
for many of us without 
PBCC," Wattenbarger 
stated. 

Even though it has 
been 50 years since 
he graduated from 
Florida’s first com¬ 
munity college (PBCC, 
then located at Palm 
Beach High School), 

Wattenbarger has - 

returned to his 
academic roots on numerous oc¬ 
casions as PBCC commencement 
speaker, addressing a new genera¬ 
tion of graduates.
